disappearance on May 31. 1927, of 
Shipley, but 
when close inspection 
revealed a skull fracture and other 
evidences of murder, police turned 
to the unsolved cases on their a n ­ 
nals, am ong which was Shipley's. 
Dr. Homer CV Hamilton and Coun­ 
ty Attorney Ja m e s A. Walwtrom were 
called to Iron River and both iden­ 
tified the body in tile morgue tiler** 
sis that of the familiar Shipley. 
Coincident with the identification 
came the arrest of Jam es Hibbard. 
itinerant. Tw o Harbors. 
Hibbard 
and the conducto r were seen together 
on the night 
Shipley 
disappeared. 
The following morning th e 
barber 
was reported to have left town. 
After his arrest 
and subsequent 
questioning Walstrom said, Hibbard 
confessed t h a t the conducto r 
had 
b°en murdered durin g a fight over 
two women, hut that one of the wo­ 
men had actu ally struck tile ham m er 
blow which caused his death.

body, Hibbard was said to have told 
W a ist rom. was not 
weighted 
and 
thrown into Lake Superior, hut was 
left at the spot where th e fight oc-

The agriculture department appro­ 
priation bill passed by

will go over until after the holidays 
In the senate, as will alao the nom­ 
ination of Secretary of Interior Roy 
O. West to which strong opposition 
has developed. 
Agricultural leaders In both houses 
showed little reaction 
to 
the 
an­ 
nouncement of Secretary of Agricul­ 
ture Jardine that he favored early 
adoption of the new McNary-Haugsn 
bill without th** 
equalization 
fee. 
F arm leaders in both houses 
have 
been fairly well agreed that farm re­ 
lief should wait for the special ses­ 
sion after March 4.

President-elect Hoover to sign a bet­ 
ter hill from their standpoint than 
President Coolidge would sign.

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Do you recall the last time you tasted “wild pigeon, natur­ 
el^?” inquires “Fins, Feathers and Fur.” 
Unless your recollection tfoes back a Ion# way, the chances are 
that you do not; but if it happens that you do, there is little ques­ 
tion about it having been the l&st time. 
Once present in an abundance that serried illimitable and in­ 
exhaustible, the wild pigeon vanished long ago. 
.Just how it hap­ 
pened, is a matter for conjecture. That it did happen, is no sub­ 
ject for debate. 
And buffalo tongue— 
That isn't out of the question even now, although it isn’t 
served commonly. But the days have long since passed when buf­ 
faloes were so plentiful that many were slaughtered primarily for 
their tongues, and much of the carcass was abandoned where it 
fell. 
At any rate, these are only two random items from a game 
dinner menu of fifty years ago; a menu which recalls how folks 
feasted on game when it was much more plentiful than it is now, 
and was spread lavishly. 
The banquet was served at the old Merchants hotel to about 
160 persons attending a meeting in St. Paid, November 12, 1878. 
And, quoting from the menu, this was the spread: 
“Soup— Game. Green turtle. 
“Oysters on the half-shell. 
“Fish— Blue fish. 
Broiled fresh Kennebec salmon. 
“Broiled— Leg of mountain sheep. 
Black bear ham. 
Wild 
turkey. Buffalo tongue. 
Deer tongue, 
“Roast— Saddle of bear. 
Saddle of antelope. 
Saddle of 
black-tail deer. Iv g of clk, Raccoon stuffed. Rabbit larded. Sad­ 
dle of mountain sheep. 
Wild turkey. 
Prairie chicken. 
Canvas­ 
back duck. 
Wild goose. 
Blackcock, 
Spotted grouse. 
.Mallard 
duck. Butterball duck. Redhead duck. Brant. Bluebill widgeon, i 
Stuffed opossum.

In checking over the foregoing list, it is interesting to con­ 
sider not only how few of the items may be served in a hotel to­ 
day, but also the species which have become so scarce or depleted 
that they may not be taken for home consumption. 
It is well to reflect that when wild pigeons were so plentiful 
that the passing flocks “darkened the sun,” measures to protect 
them were considered unimportant. So far as is known, there is 
not a living bird of that species today. 
It is not generally contended that the tremendous slaughter 
of w»id pigeons in by-gone days was responsible for their exter­ 
mination. 
Undoubtedly there were other contributing causes, but 
the fact remains that they are gone. 
• 
In recent years, sportsmen have witnessed the dwindling of 
certain species with which we are more familiar today. 
Only a few years ago ruffed grouse or partridges were so 
abundant in Minnesota’s north woods that the kill during a long 
open season did not decrease their numbers to an alarming extent. 
It was a common expression that they could be “knocked over 
with a stick” even along the highways. 
This abundance appeared to prevail until the spring of 1921. 
As summer progressed, however, it became apparent that their 
numbers were being reduced to an alarming extent. 
There I tad 
been no open season the previous fall, and it is generally conceded 
fhat the tremendous loss was due to natural causes. Although tho 
law provides for the taking of grouse from October 15 to Novem­ 
ber 20 in even-numbered years, the open season was shortened by 
executive order in the fall of 1924, and by the same means grouse 
have been protected entirely since then. 
They have made a slow come-back, but it is hoped that they 
will not meet the same fate as the wild pigeon. 
Reports during 
the past season have given some reason for encouragement. 
In 
some localities, at least, they have shown a good gain. 
The changing status of numerous other species of game might 
be mentioned, but most sportsmen are familiar with the trend. 
The point is, however, that the fullest co-operation of the 
sportsmen with the department charged with the administration 
of their interests is necessary if their privileges afield arc to be 
maintained through the protection and propagation of game.
